SACRAMENTO, Aug. 31.—A serious' 


accident occurred about 11 o'clock this 
forenoon on the California and Oregon 
railroad near Sims' Station, in Siskl- 
•you county, one man losing his life 
and another being seriously injuied. 


A freight train known as the "Port- 


land Extra," south-hound, left Duns- 
muir at 10:15 A. M. in charge of Con- 
ductor D. W. Terrell of Sacramento. 
The train jumped the trac-k about two 
miles south of Sims' Station and about 
fifteen miles from Dunsmulr. The en- 
gine and eight loaded cars left the 
track. 


The accident 
occurred on an em- 


bankment. The engine rolled down the 
bank and landed on Its side. 


On the engine were Engineer George 


The body of Fireman' Smith was 


found near the overturned eng-ine, his 
life crushed out. It is" supposed that 
when he felt the engine leaving the 
track he jumped, and was pinned un- 
der some portion of the engine as it 
rolled over.

January, and he and his wife, resided; 
at SOS B street.

me, evilly Inclined; but I regret that the committee should have seen Hi to 
act as they have, when I tried, to be frank 
and open in iuy statements to 


them and in my dealings with them.. Certainly I have not been fairly treat- 
ed. Let me dismiss this matter of blank certificates by repeating again, in 
substance, my state-merit made on the 19th, to the effect that it may be that 
I have been wronged; It may be that some one in my office has acted thought- 
lessly, but I do not believe it. I have never Issued or permitted to be Is- 
sued, any certificates except such as'by law it was my duty to issue and 
which were legal and true. 


Now, 
voters,- you will hear of persons who claim that they have, or 


know of others who -nave, blank certificates.. If you will, take .the trouble.to 
follow lit up, you will find -in every instance that what they have and refer 
to are simply the. fllled-out legal certificates of registration, each a regis- 
ter 1n itself, as to the voter.named and offering no greater opportunity for 
fraud than a nfcrrie on a printed register. It is possible that there are blank 
certificates out" w-ith the Impress of the official seal of my -office thereon. But 
there are none out with the genuine signature also, of any legally authorized 
deputy in my office. 
l'f persons were so Inclined, they could set into the 


office, its arrangement Is such, get these certificates in blank—and put the 
Impress of the seal on them. But without a genuine signature of myself or 
some of my deputies it would amount to nothing, 


Now as to the Issuance of the certificates of registration and transfer, 


for use by Mr. Metcalf's supporters. I have given the reason why they were 
issued at 'length in my letter published in the Enquirer and Tribune Au- 
gust 19th, and no man can say that i violated any law or did that which 
Was not right. .

They say "he (Jordan) wrote on the 16th to the District Attorney to ob- 


tain his opinion that it was not illegal" to issue these certificates and they 
publish a. fac simile «)f a card 'issued relating to the registration of Samuel 
H.. Mudge, for -the purpose of showing that before I got this written opln- 
icn I was Issuing these certificates, endeavoring to prove It by showing this 
Mudge certificate was Issued- August 13th. Surely they know, as a fact, .that 
that particular certificate which they publish was Issued on the day of the 
Pard.ee-Davis primary, to be used at that election, and if It was not it 
could have been used on the 17th. It was a true, lawful certificate. 
As to 


to the written ophiion of the District Attorney, it Is true, his WRITTEN 
opinion is dated on bhe 16th of August. His verbal.opinion was given on -the 
day that the managers of Mr. Metcalf asked that certificates be furnished. 
Now, 
voters, don't be misled by this hue and cry, made for effect raised by 


those who hope to use It to my Injury. 
"What Is a great register? 
It Is 


simply a Hat containing the names of many voters, showing the entries con- 
tained in their affidavit of registration. That list must have on the last 
page a certificate of ths Clerk before it Is -a legal document. 
Now, these 


certificates of registration complained of show the same facts. 
Each Is a 


register in Itself and gives the facts contained In the affidavit of registra- 
tion of the party whose names appear In the body of the certificate. 
It is 


nothing -more. 
The Metcalf managers simply paid for the preparation of 


these 2,40(5 "individual registers," as the certificates of registration might be 
properly called, and were entitled to to the exclusive use of the same. 


••'' "Why didn't Mr. Hllborn's managers 
take the precaution 
to provide 


tihese "individual registers" for their friends? 
I would have provided such 


for them had they furnished the means and assistance to get them out, 
as- Mr. Metcalf did. A name on the great register cannot be voted unless the 
officers of election are satisfied that the persons giving their names at the 
polls fit the description. The same is true of any one presenting a certifi- 
cate of registration at the polls. 
They say that I found no difficulty in the 


Hliborn-Frick primary, placing at the polls supplemental registers showing 
the names of ail voters. The reason why I was able to show the names of all 
registered on the supplemental reg-ister used at that primary, when I did 
not do so at 'the primaries held this year, is because at the primary In 1S96 
there wa.s entire new registration. Every name had been previously can- 
cled on the great register then In existence, and there was not a transfer 
affidavit in my office. 
It is an entirely different matter, attending to trans- 


fer registers and new registration. It is three times as much to transfer a 
man as it i-s to make out and. file his affidavit .of registration. The committee 
say, or intimate, that I am afraid to state how many transfer cards I did 
issue, and charge that "five'or'six'thousand were issued. Why certainly, gen- 
tlemen, I will be as .exact as possible. There were 2.406 certificates of reg- 
istration, each "an individual register," made out at the expense of Mr. 
Metcaif's managers, and 1,208 certificates of registration or individual reg- 


j isters, Issued on election day at the office a-t my expense, mostly for use of 
'Mr. Hllborn's supporters. 


As to whether lit was legal for me to Issue these certificates, I must differ 


from these gentlemen who hold up their hands and protest so Datriotlcally, 
and because I was guided by section 1S93 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
which reads as follows: 
: 


Section 1S93. Every public officer having the custody of a public writing,

ted to the qualified elecvo'rs of such coun- 
ty, at a general or special election, -ond 
if a majority of such qualified electors 
voting thereon shall ratify the same, It 
shall thereafter be submitted to the Leg- 
islature for Its rejection or approval, as 
a whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment, and If approved by a major- 
ity of the members elected to each house, 
it shall be the county government act of 
such county, and shall In such case be- j 
tome th'o organic law thereof and super- 
sede any existing county government act, 
and all amendments thereof, and all spe- 
cial laws inconsistent with such county 
government act. 


A copy of such county goyernrnent act, 


certified by the President of the Board of 
Supervisors or other legislative body of 
such county, and authenticated by the 
seal of Buch county, setting forth the 
submission of such county government 
net to the electors, and Its ratification by 
them shall be mode in duplicate and de- 
posited, one in the office of the Secretory 
of State, the other, after being recorded 
In the office of the Recorder of deeds in 
the county, among the archives of the 
county.
